In  massed 
columns  we  were  ordered  to  charge 
round  that  bend,  up  the  hill  and 
take  the  fort.  With  a  yell  we  double 
quicked  forward.  Those  guns  were  as 
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lu  February,  lHfiC  I  was  ordered  to 
proceed  with  iny  company  and  take 
command  of  Johns  Island  with  Inatruo- 
tinna  to  aid  the  Freedman'*  Bureau  in 
establishing  amicable  relation#  between 
the  planters  and  their  former  slaves.  It 
was  a  very  bard  matter  to  convince  the 
freedoms  that  they  had  not  a  right  ty 
take  possession  of  the  land  on  which 
many  of  them  had  spent  the  greater 
part  of  their  Uvea.  Most  of  them  posit¬ 
ively  refused  to  enter  luto  any  contract 
with  their  old  masters,  and  the  only 
alternative  Was  to  remove  them  to  one 
of  the  aea  Islands,  where  the  Govern- 
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was  over,  butTt  was  necesrarylo  diange 
the  system  of  government  from  martial 
to  civil  law.  The  blrcult  courts  had 
been  largely  composed  of  officers  of  the
